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CREATIVE WRITING 


The creative writing presentation opened with the outline of a plan of work for writers and 
cultural activists in this period of transition towards a new South African society- a plan 
whose main emphasis is the full development of and involvement of grassroot 
communities in the shaping of cultural policy and the creation of neccesary institutions 
literacy campaigns, media reforms, publications and government programs. 

The following recommendations were made : 

1 . To consider proposed options concerning the nature of relations between cultural 
organisations and the government : 

(a) Option A 

The ministry of culture should be created and take charge of the entire policy 
formulation, its implementation and control in the sphere of culture. 

(b) Option B 

An autonomous national arts body established by statute would work with the ministry 
of culture. Such a body would be staffed by outstanding citizens of South Africa 
democraticaUy selected. This body would recieve funds from the ministry and 
distribute them to the cultural organisations which need assistance. Here control 
of funds is in the hands of the National Arts Body but organisations are free to embark 
on programmes of their own choice. 

(c) Option C 


The ministry of culture would work with national Arts body charged with the 
responsibility of evaluating projects and recommend funding for projects which need 
as presented by individuals or cultural organisations. Here the ministry directly 
distributes and controls funds. The National Arts Body is the link between cultural 
organisations and the ministry. 


In conclusion, in my view the mam focus of the progressive cultural organisations should 
e gearing ourselves to assimilation, by the grassroots people, of values of intellectual and 
matenal culture and to their active involving in artistic creative work. The masses of our 
people must get aesthetic education especially the rural ,the working people and the youth. 




This way new aesthetic standards will emerge. As our cultural standards rise, so is the 

influence of art on society and its moral and social psychology in general. 

A South Africa so equiped will contribute meaningfully to the enrichment of culture of 

humankind far beyond the national boundries. 

(2) To ensure that literacy is given great consideration in light of the 63% illiteracy 

(3) To press for reform of education structures in order to produce a literate 
•*" population. 

(4) Since funding from abroad is drying out the Govt, must be pressurised to take ) 
responsibility of funding cultural activities. 

(5) Though the ministry of culture is necessary we need independent structures to be 
funded by the minstry. 

(6) The establishment of art centres publishing centres and media outlets to foster 

creative writing CUT tC 

(7) Encourage creative writing through new teaching methods which allow for full 
student participation. 

(8) Teach children how to thank and not to think. 

(9) Expose our people to African literature and African writers 

(10) Teacher training colleges, technikons and universities should offer special courses 
on creative writing. 

(11) Cosaw should work with educational institutions to promote a " culture of 
reading". 

(12) Ensure that the subjects of our creative writing are relevant to our way of life and 
experience. 

(13) A tax should be levied on all television productions in order to fund script writing. 

(14) A national fund to support specific writers projects. 

(15) Apartheid censorship should not be carried over to the new South Africa. 

(16) There is need to protect young writers work from exploitation by publishing 
companies. 
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CREATIVE WRITING 


Comrade Mkosana opened the Creative Writing Forum with an outline of a plan of 
work for writers and cultural activists in this period of transition towards a new South 
African society -- a plan whose main emphasis is the full development of and involvement 
of grassroot communities in the shaping of cultural policy and the creation of necessary 
institutions, literacy campaigns, media reforms, publications and government programs. 

The following recommendations summarize the comments made by Comrades Mkosana, 
Gordimer, Oliphant and Nkondo during the opening session, as well as the contributions of 
the participants in the Creative Writing Working Group sessions: 

1. To consider the following options concerning the nature of relations between cultural 
organizations and the government: 

Option A 

The ministry of culture should be created and take charge of the entire policy 
formulation, its implementation and control in the sphere of culture. 

Option B 

An autonomous national arts body established by statute would work with the ministry 
of culture. Such a body would be staffed by outstanding citizens of South Africa 
democratically selected. This body would receive funds from the ministry and 
distribute them to the cultural organisations which need assistance. Here control 
of funds is in the hands of the National Arts Body but organisations are free to embark 
on programmes of their own choice. 

Option C 

The ministry of culture would work with the National Arts Body charged with the 
responsibility of evaluating projects and recommending funding for projects 
as presented by individuals or cultural organisations. Here the ministry directly 
distributes and controls funds. The National Arts Body is the link between cultural 
organisations and the ministry. 


2. To ensure that literacy is made a priority, given the 63% illiteracy rate of 

our population. 



3. 

To press for reform of education structures in order to produce a literate 
population. 

4. 

To press the government to take full responsibility for funding cultural 
development activities. 

5. 

To continue to develop independent cultural structures, so as not to rely 
totally on politicians or any government agency. 

6. 

The establishment of art centres publishing centres and media outlets to 
foster creative writing, and encouragement of young writers to become 
members of local writing groups and organizations. In these groups, they 
will find further tutoring and protection of their creative works. 

7. 

Encourage creative writing through new teaching methods which allow for 
full student participation and expression. For example, Comrade Nkondo 
asserted that we must "teach children how to think, not what_to think. 

8. 

Expose our people to African literature and African writers; and ensure the 
preservation of indigenous languages and literatures. In addition, we must 
promote the translation of world literature into South African languages and 
South African works into foreign languages. 

9. 

Teacher training colleges, technikons and universities should offer special 
courses on creative writing so that teachers will be prepared to cultivate the 
creative writing abilities of their students. 

10. 

Writers’ organizations should work with educational institutions to promoter 
a "culture of reading." 

11. 

A tax should be levied on all television productions in order to funds 
sriptwriting projects. 

12. 

There should be a national fund to support specific writers’ projects, 
literary journals and scholarships for writers to study at home and abroad.
